Without  disparaging  the  work 
of  any  of  our  otl*er  great  Boards 
and  agencies,  wc  believe  that  the 
Sunday  School  Board,  with  all  of 
its  many  activities,  is  the  most 
important  agency  of  Southern 
Baptists.  It  reaches  the  life  of 
everv  one  of  our  people  from  the 
cradle  to  the  grave,  both  in  Sun¬ 
day  School  and  in  Training  Union. 
Its  l>ook  publishing  business  is 
enormous  and  tracts  and  quarter¬ 
lies  are  published  not  by  the  thou¬ 
sands  but  by  the  millions.

(incidentally  was  formerly  the 
writer's  pastor).

Hundreds 
have  a  sliare  in  directing  this  great 
institution  that  is  the  pride  and 
joy  of  Southern  Baptists. 
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1.  Continue' the  plan  of  only  two 
sessions  daily. 

2.  Give  Foreign  Missions  one 
night  and  Home  Missions  another 
instead  of  combining  the  two  as 
was  done  at  Houston. 

3.  Follow  the  constitutional  re¬ 
quirement  that  one-third  of  the 
time  for  the  reports  to  be  given  to 
discussion  from  the  the  floor.  (We 
noticed  that  some  reports  took 
up  all  or  most  of  the  time.  A.  I- 
G.) 

4.  Give  the  youngsters  more  rec¬ 
ognition.  If  Howard  Butts  has 
jammed  the  auditorium  twice  and 
almost  a  third  time,  he  ought  to 
be  allowed  to  address  the  Conven¬ 
tion.

Spiritual  Emphasis 
Marks  Coronation 


AS  OTHERS  SAW  IT 

In  order  that  our  readers  m-y 
get  a  cross  section  of  Southern 
Baptist  thought  concerning  the 
recent  Houston  convention  we 
continue  giving  the  opinions  as 
expressed  by  various  editors. 

John  J.  Hurt,  Jr„  of  the  Geor¬ 
gia  Christian  Index  says  there  was 
a  definite  unity  of  purpose.  Mis¬ 
sions  and  evangelism  were  at  the 
center  of  all  thinking.  The  passing 
from  the  scene  of  T.  C.  Gardners 
Committee  on  Relations  with 
Other  Religious  Bodies  probably 
was  one  great  achievement  on  the 
business  side.  Speeches  at  this  Con¬ 
vention  were  below  what  should 
be  expected.  On  the  whole  they 
lacked  tlie  power  to  move  the  as¬ 
sembly. 

Editor  Hurt  makes  four  sugges¬ 
tions  for  next  year: 


During  the  month  of  June  each 
year  our  churches  are  asked  lo 
take  a  Fellowship  offering  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  help  to 
needy  retired  preachers  or  their 
widows. 

The  need  is  greater  this  sum¬ 
mer  titan  ever  before  Itecause  the 
Relief  and  Annuity  Board  last 
vear  spent  1,293.87  more  for  re¬ 
lief  in  Mississippi  than  it  received 
from  our  state  in  the  Fellowship 
offerings  last  summer. 

There  are  24  preachers  and  27 
widows  of  preachers  now  receiv¬ 
ing  benefit  checks  in  Mississippi 
and  their  average  monthly  bene¬ 
fit  is  only  817. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  these 
51  above  have  given  more  than 
1500  years  of  service  to  the  cause 
of  Christ. 

This  offering  is  Convention- 
approved  and  has  been  observed 
by  many  churches  for  a  number 


We  did  not  have  enough  spare 
time  to  look  at  all  the  recent  Cor¬ 
onation  ceremony  on  television 
but  did  see  a  part  of  it  on  Tues¬ 
day  night.  We  were  impressed 
with  the  graet  emphasis  placed  on 
spiritual  affairs. 

Even  in  the  days  before  the 
Coronation  there  were  numerous 
radio  talks,  many  articles  in  the 
secular  and  religious  press,  as 
well  as  thousands  of  sermons  and 
addresses  concerning  the  spiritual 
angles  of  the  ceremony. 

Reports  indicate  that  in  every 
Christian  place  of  worship  and  in 
every  Jewish  synagogue  special 
services  were  held. 

It  is  regrettable  that  the  Roman 
Catholic  Papal  Mission  did  not  en¬ 
ter  Westminster  Abbey  but  occu¬ 
pied  a  special  place  outside  the 
Abbey  Annex. 

As  we  viewed  tlie  pomp  and 
ceremony  with  its  emphasis  on 
spiritual,  things  and  read  of  the 
nation-wide  religious  angle  we 
wished  our  nation  had  put  more 
emphasis  on  God  and  our  depend¬ 
ence  upon  Him  when  our  presi¬ 
dent  was  inaugurated. 


Vacation  Excuses 

The  summer  vacation  period  is 
just  around  the  comer.  As  usual, 
thousands  of  Baptists  will  be  tak¬ 
ing  vacations  at  various  times 
during  the  summer  season  and 
many  of  tliesc  will  neglect  their 
church  attendance.  They  will  of¬ 
fer  many  excuses.  How  often  have 
we  heard  pastors  say,  “Our  at¬ 
tendance  is  off  today  because  so 
many  of  our  people  are  away  on 
vacation.”  What  the  pastor  says 
is  true  but  it  should  not  be  true. 

F>en  though  many  of  his  peo-- 
pie  are  away  on  vacation  the 
chances  are  that  olliers  are  vis¬ 
iting  in  that  vkinily  on  vacation. 
Those  visiting  lliere  slmuld  bal¬ 
ance  those  who  are  away. 

In  other  words,  people  who  ore 
away  on  vacation  should  be  faith¬ 
ful  to  the  churrb  where  they  are. 
and  in  that  way,  there  would  be 
no  summer  slump. 

Some  of  those  away  on  vaca¬ 
tion  use  the  preposterous  excuse 
that  they  are  tired  and  want  to 
take  a  rest.  What  they  mean  is 
lliat  they  don't  want  lo  go  to 
church.  Usually  they  run  around 
sightseeing,  visiting,  and  other 
things.  If  they  arc  able  to  do  those 
things  they  arj  able  to  go  to 
church. 

And  did  you  ever  hear  the  one 
about  “It's  too  hot  lo  go  to 
church”?  We  haven’t  heard  of 
many  places  of  business  being 
closed  up  because  it's  too  hot 
nor  does  tlie  average  workman 
discontinue  work  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  because  It’s  too  hot. 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that 
it  is  usually  as  comfortable  or 
more  comfortable  in  the  average 
church  than  it  is  at  many  other 
places. 

Or  have  you  heard  the  excuse 
that  “We  are  just  visiting  our 
relatives"?  Common  courtesy  de¬ 
mands  that  you  do  not  keep  your 
relatives  away  from  church  be¬ 
cause  you  are  visiting  them.  You 
should  insist  that  they  go  and  that 
you  go  with  them. 

All  these  excuses  are  old  and 
none  of*  them  are  any  good.  If 
anyone  knows  any  new  ones,  we 
should  like  to  hear  them.

Some  suggested  that  Titus,  a 
Gentile,  one  of  Paul’s  companion’s 
should  submit  to  the  rite  of  circum¬ 
cision.  A  principle  was  involved, 
and  Paul  wou.d  not  yield.  Had  Paul 
yielded  to  the  Judaixers,  works 
would  have  been  added  to  faith. 

II.  CONTENDING  FOR  THE

(tv.  5-8) 

The  truth  of  the  gospel  was  at 
stake.  Paul  knew  that  grace  and 
grace  alone  had  brought  salvation 
to  his  own  Ufe.  He  had  seen  the 
trophies  of  grace  among  the  Gen¬ 
tiles,  upon  the  simple  condition  oi 
Iheir  .faith  in  Christ  and  utterly 
apart  from  any  Jewish  rite.  He 
knew  a  supplement  to  Judaism  So 
convincingly  did  he  state  his  poai 
Don  to  the  leaders  in  private  con¬ 
ference  that  they  acknowledged 
But  he  was  oo  a  par  with  Peter. 
Peter  having  a  special  ministry  to 
the  Jews  while  God  had  called 
Paul  minister  among  the  Gentiles.

(VY.  8-1#) 

James.  Peter  and  John,  the  moat 
influential  leaders,  hi  token  of 
•heir  understanding  and  good  will,  * 


extended  to  Paul  and  Barnabas 
“the  right  hands  of  fellowship.” 
And  they  agreed  that  Paul  and 
Barnabas  should  minister  among 
the  Gentiles,  while  they  would  give 
themselves  primarily  to  preaching 
to  the  circumcision.  The  church 
wisely  decided  to  send  a  letter  of 
good  wtil  to  the  Gentile  Christians, 
affirming  their  spiritual  freedom 
but  exhorting  them  to  abstain  from 
practices  either  grossly  sinful  or 
especially  objectionable  to  Jews. 
IV.  THE  ESSENCE  OF  SALVA¬ 
TION 
(w.  18-20) 

Paul  had  renounced  the  law  and 
turned  to  God  through  faith  fat 
Christ  It  was  ss  t  though  the  old 
self  was  dead.  But  this  had  made 
possible  the  entrance  of  Christ  into 
his  Ufe,  so  that  now  he  was  alive 
and  continuing  to  live  by  faith  in 
the  Son  of  God.  Grace  and  faith 
|  had  brought  salvation  and  true 
righteousness  If  there  had  been 
any  other  way,  Christ’s  death 
would  have  been  in  vain.  Paul’s 
testimony  describes  the  essence  of 
salvation  for  every  believer  The 
old  Ufe  must  he  crucified  through 
repentance.  New  Ufe  comes  by 
faith.
